Traffic fatalities were under the 


predicted total, but as usual the 
heaviest toll was in motor mishaps 


A nauon-\vide survey shewed. 512 


killed m accidents from 6 pjii.. (local 
t.me> Friday to last midnight—a 
period of 78 hours. This figure was 
under the record breaking toll of 
550 over last Labor Day. but above 
the previous high record of 428 in 
1937 


Of the total, 361 were killed in 


traffic accidents The National Safe- 
ty Council, in a pre-holidav state- 
ment, estimated the hig-Vrtvay toll 
would be 435 unless motorists used 
extreme caution. The highways \vei~e 
jammed with millions taking trips on 
the last long week-end holiday of 
the summer.
